7, further comprising a rod extending lengthwise of said passage, 
and a piston at the distal end of said rod, — said — cchogonic — e-& 
radio opaque material being carried by said piston catheter .

7, wherein said piston is made of [[said]] echogenic or radio - 
opaque material.
